The top of 
the Hill of Allen is the site of Finn’s 
Palace. Joyce (that beloved guide to 
legendary and historic Ireland) says: 
“ Finn had his palace on the top of the 
Hill of Allen, a remarkable, flat-topped 
hill. . . rendered more conspicuous of 
late years by a tall pillar erected on the 
top, on the very site of Finn’s Palace. 
Before the erection of the pillar there 
were considerable remains of the old fort 
on the hill, but at present nearly every 
vestige is obliterated, cleared away partly 
to make room for the pillar and partly 
by cultivation.” 


A FENIAN CHASE.

““On a morning not long after this Finn 
happened to be walking alone on the lawn 
before the Palace of Allen, when a doe 
sprang, out from a thicket, and, passing 
close to him, bounded past like the wind. 
Without a moment’s delay, he signalled 
for his companions and his dogs, but none 
heard except his two hounds, Bran and 
Skolan. He instantly gave chase, with 
no other arms than his sword Mac-an- 
Lona and accompanied only by his two 
dogs, and before the Fena knew of his 
absence he had left Allen of the green 
slopes far behind.’’ 

The rest of the story you may know— 
how Finn pursued the witch woman in 
the form of a white doe to the top of 
Slieve Gullion: how, as a woman, she 
becuiled him to dive for her ring into the 
little lake at the summit, how he came 
out an old, old man. All these things, 
if you do not know, Joyce will tell you 
in his “Old Celtic Romances.’’ To the 
Hill of Allen came Oisin in his 
decrepitude, seeking for the great Palace 
of Finn, only to find that his own sojourn 
in Tir-na-noge had seen the fall of the 
Fianna and the ruin of the Halls of Finn. 


ST. BRIGID. 


We talk of the saints as if they were 
born and bred in church—people fit only 
for stained glass windows, with blue or 
red dyes in their veins. Stand by the 
Cathedral of Kildare, near the Round 
Tower, and realise that Brigid was a 
girl of ordinary flesh and blood, like any 
girl who pases through the streets of Kil- 
dare; but she had the blazing, torchlike 
quality we call personality—a word so 
heavy for the burning, shining thing it 
means. 

Here we are to-day, looking at the hole 
through which—they say—Brigia thrust 
her arm in the Cathedral wall. Everyone 
must do the same now, I really forget why. 
Here is the place where Brigid’s fire was 
kept burning for centuries Every nun 
had her turn, and then the fire was left 
for the saint, long dead, to tend herself 
for a turn. The moral of it is that such 
as Brigid do not die. They live; we talk 
of them; the thing they strove for is 
still ours to do. If Brigid were in Kildare 
to-day, she would be full of schemes for the 
good of her country. Almost I could see 
her near the grey Cathedral wall, a 
comely woman with wide grey eyes, and 
hair the colour of autumn beech leaves, 
wind-blown as she walked. 


DUNAMASE. 


We passed Moore Abbey, Monasterevan, 
and came to Maryborough Heath, where 
we turned to the left along a country 
road until we reached that wonderful ruin 
of Dunamase, once a Red Brench outpost. 
It stands blocked out in great masses 
against the sky, the shattered remnant of 
a great, old medieval castle. 

How little can the ignorant traveiler’ 
find of information about Irish ruins! At 
the foot of the hill stands a grey stone 
cottage with walls tapestried in fuchsia, 
southernwood and French lavender; it 1s 
a charming spot, but they had no informa- 
tion to give us. ‘‘Once there had been 
histories—but you'd have to go to Dublin 
to read about the place now.” All I can 
find is that there was great fighting and 
wrecking there in ‘Cromwell’s day, and 
there was a Cosby in that old day, a man 
of a fierce temper, who loved to hang his 
victims to a certain tree in Stradbally. 
He delighted when he could hang a 
mother and her child there. If the tree 
had no sad burden, Cosby would speak to 
it with pity; “ Alas. poor tree, you are 
lonely, you have no company to-day; but 
be of good cheer; for soon T will send you 
someone for your consolation; you shall 
not sigh alone.” Now the hill dreams, 
may be, of its past. It stands, a great 
landmark in the surrounding country. 
menacing, a sign of the vanity of all 
things. Once the Red Branch kept a look- 
out here. Now a hay bogey was the only 
moving thing in the evening sunlight. 

Now for the road again—Maryborough, 
Borris, Templemore, Roscrea, with its 
beautiful old carved gateway, its antique 
cross and ruined castle. So by bogland, 
with the long, gentle slopes of the Slieve 
Bleom Mountains to the right, until we 
came to Thurles in the dimness of ten 
o’clock.

H igh Walls. 


The “Diary” has, from time to time, 
noted the danger to users of the roads of 
high walls. The route through Milltown 
offers a good example of tall stone work 
making blind curves that call for consider- 
able caution on the part of drivers. I was 
discussing the reason why such walls were 
built, ‘with a friend the other day. ‘In 
many cases they shield from public eye 


intended to keep recluses cut off from the 
outer world. But a further reason lies 
in the psychology of the landowners. My 
friend told me that English demesnes are 
rarely cut away from the public eye in 
this manner, because, in most cases, the 
owner was in sympathy with those who 
lived around, standing in an almost 
paternal relation with them. Here, how- 
ever, the owner of the demesne took a 
haughtier view of his position, and 
deliberately secluded himself and the 
beauty of his property from the gaze of 
the common throng. In these more demo- 
cratic days that dog-in-the-manger attitude 
is out of date. Owners of land are 
beginning to realise an wsthetic duty to 
the wérld at large. The cold unfriendli- 
ness of the high wall is giving place to a 
pride in showing the beauty of one’s 
property, and a delight in making a bid 
for the appreciation of the wayfarer in 
respect of what’ one has done to exploit 
the gifts of Nature. 


Film Censorship.

Many of the 
incidental sounds on the ‘“ talkie’’ 
machine are not new; I have heard them 
in a well carbonised motor engine, in an 
unoiled turnip slicer starting its winter 
operations, and in the music made by a 
small boy with a wet finger on a window 
pane. The utterances that came 
occasionally from the actors in this 
picture were absolutely beyond compari- 
son, so that 1t was a relief when the film 
became silent. The scenes. of melo- 
dramatic passion were the worst of all. 
Mr. Montgomery told me on one occasion 
that he usnally found it necessary to 
reduce the demonstrations of aNection in 
Hollywood films, considered in _ linear 
dimensions, by about five-sixths: I could 
not help wishing that he had applied /is 
vardstick to the grimaces of the leading 
lady in this particular production. But 
I may be doing him an iniustice; perhans 
he did. Certainly, as a form of art, the 
American talking picture up to the present 
has been a miserable failure, and if it 
continues at the same level our rising 
generation is likely to develop the 
mentality of the ‘‘hicks”’ of the Middle 
West. 


Refuse Metal. 


I have continually been faced with two 
problems ; one, how to dispose of old razor 
blades; the other, what to do with old 
tobacco tins. If you throw razor blades 
into the waste-paper basket, maids cut 
their hands and want compensation. 
Pitch them into the garden and the dog 
cuts his paws. Mostly one leaves them 
on a top shelf and ignores their existence 
as long as possible. Similarly with the 
tins. It is almost incredible the way 
people manage to damage themselves with 
tins, if one disposes of them in the 
normal manner; but personally I have 
a habit of persuading myself that these 
empty boxes are useful, and so they 
accumulate until something has to be 
done. Once I optimistically sent about 
fifty back to the makers of the tobacco 
hoping to get a present, but that did not 
work. Now I learn that these bits of 
refuse metal are very acceptable to road 
contractors, who beat them out and work 
them into the metalling of the roads. I 
pass on the information for the benefit 
of my fellow-sufferers. 


An Ancient Water Tax. 


My recent paragraph about 
Fanny Jennings,’’ afterwards Duchess 
of Tyrconnell, has prompted a _ corre- 
spondent to tell me that the Convent of 
Poor Clares which she founded in North 
King street was, for some reason, 
transferred by James II., during his brief 
reign in Dublin, to the Dominican Nuns.

Film Censorship. 
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A Successful “Gourist Season. 


I met Mr. O’Brien, the Secretary of the 
Irish Tourist Association, ‘yesterday, and 
he declared himself greatly pleased with 
ihe results of this year's tourist season, 
which was; undoubtedly, the best since 
the war. Itis too early yet to give 
definite figures, but there is no doubt that 
the estimate of a £3,000,000 season, made 
in April last, was more than realised. 

Mr. O’Brien told me that his 
Association was now very busy in 
propaganda for the opening of the hunting 
season. Preparations were already being 
made for next year’s angling, which opens 
on some rivers in January. It is the 
object of the Irish Tourist Association to 
have no ‘‘close’’ season for tourists in 
Ireland, and, if the energy, which has 
marked the Association x activities so far, 
continues, this object is likely to be 
achieved. 


Cat Fair. 


The stories of famous hoaxes told in the 
“ Diary ” 
writes a Northern correspondent— of the 
great “‘cat fair of Parkgate,’’ in County 
Antrim, held about sixty or seventy years 
ago. This was undoubtedly one of the 
biggest things of its kind ever perpetrate 
in ireland, and for years afterwards it 
was the subject of many an animated 
“crack ” at County Antrim firesides in 
the long winter evenings. Shortly before 
the Candlemas Fair, in the district 
around Parkgate and the parishes of 
Donegore and ‘Templepatrick, posters 
appeared everywhere announcing the “cat 
fair.’’ They read :— 

“I will attend at the Court House in 
Parkgate on the 7th February, to 
Purchase Cats for the Peruvian Govern- 
ment.

verisimilitude to the announcement, and 
the hope of gain tempted the thrifty 
housewives for miles around to collect 
and feed up all the feline beauties they 
could lay hands on. Scores of ordinarily 
shrewd women walked or drove into Park- 
gate on the morning of the fair with cats 
in baskets or crates, as carefully tended 
as if they were chickens. Alas, as hour 
after hour passed, and no agent for the 
Peruvian Government turned up, the hoax 
was discovered, and hundreds of cats, of 
all ages, sizes. colours and conditions, 
were let loose through the village. Old 
people who remembered this cat fair 
always said that never before or after had 
there been such a ‘‘clatter’’ in Parkgate 
as that day. 3ut the male relatives cf 
the hoaxed housewives had their bit of 
sport, too. The hoax was traced to three 
or four Jocal jokers, and when, shortly 
aiter, one of them. a blacksmith named 
Aitchison, brought home a bride. he found 
himself locked in and barred up in his

Captain E. A. Woodbridge, the pilot of 
the: England-India air liner, who was 
killed whens the machine burst into flames 
at Jask, in Persia, is described as the 
man who shot down Richthofen. This 
Statement may or may not be accurate, 
but we shall never know for certain who 
can claim’ the honour. Rittmeister 
Freiherr Manfred von Richthofen was 
caught by a British squadron well behind 
the British line, and he was swooped upon 
by them all. Any, or all, may have fired 
the fatal shot. Of all the figures in the 
war, Manfred von Richthofen, perhaps, 
was the most interesting. He made the 
German flying corps the terror of its foes, 
and whenever a ‘plane of his famous 
“ Flying Circus,” with its red fuselage, 
appeared the troops holding that sector 
knew that they were in for trouble. 

A chivalry existed between the air 
services of the belligerents, and Manfred 
von Richthofen was accorded: full military 
honours at his funeral by the British. 
Previously a British pilot had dropped a 
message behind the German line, 
announcing the hour and place of his 
funeral, and giving permission to the 
German aeroplanes to come over and drop 
wreaths. So it was that Richthofen went 
to his grave, with the red ’planes of his 
own ‘‘Flying Circus” in attendance. It 
is interesting to know that, on his 
mother’s side, he was of English descent. 


Sheridan and Harrow.

Language. 


Compulsory Irish is a delicate infant 
whose rate of growth must sometimes 
cause anxiety to its nurses and guardians. 
Some statistics recently published by a 
Swiss newspaper will cause still further 
alarm. They prove that a century ago 
Enelish was spoken by not quite twenty 
million people. To-day, it is the language 
of one hundred and sixty millions, and 
sixty millions more use and understand it. 
In its rapid progress it has left all the 
other languages far behind: The Teutonic 
tongues have also shown a _ substantial 
increase, German being now spoken bv 
eighty or ninety million people, and 
understood by twenty million more, as 
compared with thirty-two millions a 
hundred years ago. The languages of 
Roman origin have not done so well. 
while Turkish shows a decrease from 
thirty-four to twenty-four millions. It 
must be admitted, though, that much of 
the English hardly ‘‘ English 
undefiled.’’ The remark made by Count 
Las Cases about Napoleon’s English would 
apply to much of what is usel to-day— 
that his ‘‘ pronunciation was so extra- 
ordinary as to constitute, to some extent.

A FILM OF THE WEEK 


~ FHOU SHALT NOT ——” AT 
THE PAVILION, KINGSTOWN. 


With the popular tide running so strongly 
at present in favour of the talking films; 
It Is something of a relief to be able to turn 
to a silent film production like “ Thou Shalt 
Not ——.,’’ which is on view for the first 
three days of this week at the Pavition, 
Kingstown. Here is a film which should up- 
hold the contention that there is a public for 
the silent film production while the standard 
and subject matter are on a high level. 
Those who are fortunate to see the picture 
will readily agree as to its merits. 

It is a French production, handled with 
that complete thoroughness and attention to 
detail which is characteristic of the big 
French pictures, and the acting is in the 
hands of a very clever and capable company 
of German actors, headed by Gina Manes and 
Hans Schlettow. The cast have been chosen 
with rare judgment, and readily live up to 
the calls made upon them in a story which 
demands deep emotional play. 

The story is based on Emile Zola’s novel, 
‘‘Theérése Raquin,” and the producers have 
translated to the film the atmosphere of that 
book. It is not by any means a pleasant tale, 
which reveals the unhappy marriage of a 
beautiful young girl, Thérese, to a weakling 
husband. The girl cannot reconcile herself to 
the drab existence in a household where the 
medicine bottle is almost always in evidence, 
and the liveliest entertainment the evening 
game of dominoes. When an old school friend 
of her husband comes along—an artist and 
man of the world—the growth of a guilty 
uffaire between the friend and the voung wiie 
is almost inevitable. So it develops, and the 
guilty love leads to greater guilt. The 
hushand is removed, but happiness does not 
follow. The shadow of the dead man is 
across the lives of the guilty pair, and they 
move on to a logical climax. ; 

It is rather a sordid stery, but it has heen 
handied with ‘great delicacy and within 
bounds. ; 

The acting all round is superb, particularly 
that of Gina Manes, who shows wonderful 
emotional control in the part of Théréese. 
Hans Schlettow also conveys very forcibly the 
character of the artist, Laurents;: but the 
whole company carry their parts in a finished 
manner.

DISCUSSION ON PROPOSED 
RAILWAY SCHEME. 


At the Limerick Harbour Board meeting 
vesterday a letter was read from an official 
of the Ministry of Industry and Commerce 
stating that Section 3 (1) of the Shannon 
Power Act only authorises the construction of 
railways for the purpose of the undertaking, 
and as such an undertaking was limited under 
Section 2 to the distribution and supply of 
electricity, the construction of the proposed 
railway linking the port with the Great 
Southern Railways system could not be 
authorised under the Shannon Power Act. 
Consideration had been given to the possi- 
bility of the proposed railway being con- 
structed by a provisional order made under 
the Harbour Acts, but, having regard to the 
definition in Section 29 in the Act of 1861 of 
the works which may be authorised by pro- 
visional order, it was considered such an 
order could not authorise the proposed rail- 
way. 

PRIVATE BILL ADVISED. 

Apart from these legal difficulties. the 
Minister of Finance is of opinion that the 
more satisfactory method was for the Com- 
missioners to seek powers by means of a 
private bill, in which all the requirements 
of the promoters could be adequately pro- 
vided for. : 

Alderman Mclnerney said the formalities of 
a private bill should be considered in Octo- 
ber. That will mean a further delay of 
twelve months. There was nothing to be 
gained by holding up the two schemes— 
dock extension and railway. He proposed 
that the engineer get the necessary assistance 
to ewer the plans. : 

N FE P. Goodbody said the letter from 
the Ministry was perfectly explicit. Let them 
get on with doing what Alderman McInerney 
suggested. 

Mr. Treacy seconded the motion.

HE development of amateur drama 1p 
+ Belfast within recent years has beer 
very gratifying, and efforts are now being 
made to establish a small repertory 
theatre for the production of plays not 
usually seen on the professional stage. 
This. ambition is most commendable. 
The Northern Drama _ League, which 
organised the dramatic feis in Belfast a 
few months ago, is considering the 
feasibility of such a scheme, and the 
success of the competitions, In which a 
couple of Dublin societies won high 
honours, gives fair promise of support 
from both sides of the border. The 
movement is intended to stimulate native 
talent, both in the writing of plays and 
their performance, as well as in the study 
of works by reputed authors not generally 
put in rehearsal. Probably the idea is to 
have a theatre of the Dublin Abbey type, 
and, if this is so, it would be a great 
acquisition to Belfast. 

At a meeting of the League a few days 
ago Mr. R. V. Williams, the well-known 
Ulster author, pointed out that the desire 
of the original founders was to own such 
a theatre, and he hoped that need would 
alwavs be foremost in the minds of the 
members. The League has been greatly 
encouraged by the generous support given 
to its first dramatic feis, and it has a wide 
field of genius to explore in the province. 
If one might venture to offer an opinion, 
it would be that some of our local play- 
wrights should get away from the Ulster 
farm-kitchen productions, and seek 
romance and exciting incident in othet 
directions—historical or | 
legendary, of which the North has so rich 
a store.

In the District 
Court Guard Doody had been charged with 
the affair and acquitted, Justice Rice hold- 
ing that the shooting was purely accidental. 


NUN’'S DEATH. 

Mother Mary Joseph, the last of the 
founders of the Convent of Our Lady of 
Mercy, Mount St. Joseph, Strabane, died on 
Sunday night there at the age of 84. She 
came as a postulant to Strabane in 1868 from 
the Convent of Mercy, Navan, and was pro 
fessed in 1872. She belonged to a well-known 
and highly-respected Athboy (County Meath) 
family, being the daughter of the late Mr 
White of that town. The Convent Schools 
have been closed till Thursday. 


KELLS FAIR. 

The Kells (County Meath) September Fair 
was held yesterday. Although there was a 
good supply of cattle, it was not as largely 
supplied as during previous years. There was 
a good number of buyers present, and busi- 
ness was brisk for animals of good quality. 
The supply of beef was less than one would 
expect, and the top price was about 42s. per 
cwt., live-weight. There was a good demand 
for springers and down-calved cows at prices 


ranging from £20 to £28 10s. The store 


trade was small, though store cattle held 
their prices well. Well-meated pollies met a 
good’ demand at prices from £17 to £21.

EXHIBITIONS 


AND LECTURES. 
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BRIGHT LIGHTS 
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The second day of Civic Week has come 
and gone, and there is every indication that 
the general enthusiasm manifested at the 
opening will be maintained throughout the 
remaining days, judging by the large num- 
bers who visited the various exhibitions in 
the city yesterday. The deep interest taken 
in the exhibits, mvun:cipal and yational, 
ancient and modern, was au example of the 
spirit of pride universally entertained, As 
these exhibitions are so numerous as to make 
an exhaustive tour of them in’ one day almost 
an impossibility, there is the concrete assur- 
ance that to-day the attendances will show no 
falling off in numbers. 

Civic Week has sounded its call, and has 
been heard, not only in the confines gf the 
city, but in the neighbouring counties, and 
yesterday country residents in no small 
measure contributed to the numbers which 
thronged the streets. The weather, unfortu- 
nately, was uninviting, showers falling with 
irritating frequency, but, beyond the in- 
evitable result of making the flags with which 
many buildings are decorated hang limply on 
their staffs, the rain did not interfere with 
the atmosphere of gaiety that has permeated 
even the remotest parts oí the city. . 

[he shopkeepers are gladly responding to 
the appeal made to them by Mr. Commis- 
sioner Mershe to keep their shop windows 
lighted, the dua! purpose being to advertise 
their goods at a time most opportune and 
to lend an air ot added brightness to the 
thoroughfares. The streets resemble long 
winding ribbons of light, and are changed, 
as if by magic, from the natural channels for 
vehicuiar traffic into pleasure grounds or 
promenades for ambling crowds. The holiday 
atmosphere has been captured, and will be 
held, it is hoped, until the concluding day. 


BACTERIOLOGY. 


EXHIBITION IN TRINITY 
COLLEGE. 

There is one place in Dublin which carries 
the greatest lesson to the citizens of Dublin 
during Civic Week, and that is the exhibition 
which is open daily in the _ School of 
Pathology in Trinity College. From a lay- 


man’s point of view the information h 
proper hygiene and concerning what are 
commonly known as germs and _ diseases 


which mostly affect civic health is illuminat- 
ing. ‘Three billions of bacteria, sufficient to 
wipe out the whole of the Free State and 
England combined, lie awaiting public view; 
but though death lurks there in many forms 
it is all “dead”; for each and every one 
of those bacteria have suffered under 
scientific hands the fate that they so often 
deal themselves. i; 

In explaining matters to the Trish Times 
representative, Dr. J. W. Bigger, the Pro- 
fessor of Bateriology, said that it was his 
purpose to ‘teach the public bacteriology in 
half an hour.” It was nicely put, but the 
ultimate effect of that half an hour of prying 
into the intimate lives of a myriad bacteria 
was to send the normal happy, healthy 
citizen away vot full of bacteria but chockful 
of “ scares’’; and it must be admitted that 
in each and every case these scares were 
wholesome. 


STARTLING FACTS AND FIGURES, 

When one first entered that light and airy 
room and saw the kindly faces of the 
professor and his assistant, the faltering step 
grew confident and the heart beats steadied. 


That feeling of well-being did not last 
long, however: for as the bas 
warmed up to his subject, his explanations 


took in a wider scope and grew more signifi- 
cant. It was all right to explain why bac- 
teria had.to be treated with an aniline dye 
to make them show up under the microscope 
because of their otherwise practically in- 
visible transparency, but when he came down 
to facts and figures about the millions of 
bacteria that the ordinary citizen daily con- 
sumed in his milk and water, it was another 
matter. The Professor was reassuring when 
he mentioned that the vast majority of these 
millions were absolutely harmless. 

He propounded a simple mathematical 
aa, but supplied the answer himself. 
Inder perfect conditions a bacillus will 
divide itself into two every half an hour. 
How many bacteria will there be in twenty- 
four hours? The answer is 250 billions of 
bacteria. The enterprising mathematician 
can work this out for himself. These bac- 
teria were of all shapes and names, from 
the rod-shaped ‘‘cocci”’ to the curley, cork- 
screw shaped ‘‘spirochaetes.’’ It is also in- 
teresting to note that, despite the fact that 
these bacteria are only about one-five- 
thousandth of an inch in size, yet if that 
290 billions were strung out in a line they 
would reach 180,000 miles, or seven times 
around the earth. 


FACTS ABOUT MILK. 

There are exhibits there that have a re- 
markable significance for the citizen, show- 
ing the millions of germs that are sprayed 
out into the air when a person coughs, not 
to mention those that are transmitted when 
one person kisses another. Other exhibits 
show how the germs of diphtheria, typhoid 
fever, etc., are spread hoth by human and 
material agency. The results of tests estab- 
lish that Vartry water is practically the 
purest obtainable, having but two bacteria 
to twenty drops, while well water has an 
average of 500 bacteria to twenty drops. 

Dr. Bigger then detailed the results of his 
tests and experiments with milk. Really 
pure milk should stay swéet under any con- 
ditions obtainable in this country for eight 
days. Few people realise that it is the 
bacteria in milk that sour it, and the more 
bacteria with which it is contaminated the 
quicker it will sour. In ordinary milk the 
infection with bacteria runs up to something 
like 100,000 to the cubic centimetre, and 
when milk is thus infected, it is decidedly 
dangerous for the infant, though not to an 
apparent extent to the adult. When Dr. 
Bigger tested ten samples of milk in 1920 
he found that the average infection was over 
four million bacteria to the cubic centimetre. 
This vear he tested samples from four 
tubercle-free herds, and found that the 
average was only a matter of just over 2,000 
bacteria to the cubic centimetre 

Dr. Wigham, Professor of Pathology, had 
also many things of interest to show, prin- 
cipally concerned with the effect of diseases 
on various organs and parts of the human 
body. 

In Trinity College, the Museum of the 
School of Zoology is open daily for the week, 
and would well repay a visit. Its famous 
library is also open daily, as well as the 
dining hal] and kitchen. 


DUBLIN GUILDS. 


AN EXISTENCE OF 650 YEARS. 


“ The Guilds of Dublin ” was the subject 
of an interesting lecture delivered in the 
Physics Theatre, University College, by Dr. 
John J. Webb, under the auspices of Civic 
Week. 

Lectures will be delivered every afternoon 
this week on various subjects dealing with 
the historv of Dublin. 

The earliest reference, Dr. Webb said, to 
the guilds of Dublin appears in a charter of 
the year 1192, whereby Prince John granted 
to the citizens of Dublin the right to have all 
reasonable guilds, as the citizens of Bristol 
had. Records of the guild merchant date 
from the end of the twelfth century and con- 
tinue down to the vear 1840, when the guild 
system broke up after an existence of 650 
years. Originally the guild merchant was 
recruited from colonists from the towns of 
England, Scotland and Wales, with a sprink- 
ling of French, Flemings and others. The 
guild merchant for a considerable time in- 
cluded craftsmen as well as merchants. From 
the fifteenth century onwards the more im- 
portant crafts became organised under the 
guild system. The guilds were all under 
tronage. Many guilds had their 
own chaplains, who said Mass daily for the

prevailed for centuries in Dublin, Coal, wine, 
salt, iron, resin and pitch were bcught by the 
shipload by the guild buyers. A meeting of 
the brethren was called at which a common 
sale price was fixed, Gnd the-purchase divided 
proportionately amoung the brethren. 

“both merchant and craft guilds were 
sirictly subordinate to the Common Council 
of Dublin. If the guildsmen abused their 
monopoly, the Common Council intervened in 
the interests of the citizens. Good material, 
good workmanship and moderate prices were 
insisted upon by the Common Council. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Dr. Webb 
on the conclusion of his lecture. 

In the Science Buildings of University 
College in Merrion street the magnificently 
equipped laboratories are open daily for in- 
spection, as are the laboratories and farm of 
the Albert Agricultural College. 


RARE BOOKS AND MAPS. 


A SHELLEY PAMPHLET. 


At the National Library, Kildare street, an 
interesting exhibition of rare books, manu. 
scripts, including music, maps and autograph 
letters relating to Ireland, is open daily. ‘The 
maps show old Dublin of centuries ago, and 
the remarkable proportions of its subsequent 
gs into a large city can be fully gauged 
rom them. The autograph letters are, 
perhaps, the most interesting of the exhibits, 
for among them are letters in the handwriting 
of such famous Irishmen as Danie] O’Conneli, 
Sheridan, Swift, Mangan, John O’Donovan. 
Not the least noteworthy among them is the 
fee book of Daniel O’Connell, which shows 
over a period of years that the great Liberator 
in the days when he was a young man prac 
tising at the Bar was earning an average of 
£4,000 a year. Of course, it is another 
matter as to whether Daniel O'Connell 
ever paid the whole of those fees. 


Among the rare books are many dating from 
the sixteenth century, and included in them

PAGEANT PLAY AT

fell, the audience stood up in a body and

i applauded; nor would they be content when 


the author, Mr. Michael MacLiammoir, and 
the producer, Mr. Hilton Edwards, literally 
pulled an embarassed Dr. J. F. Larchet, the 
musical director, on to the stage. The ap- 
plause and the cries of “' author ”' still per- 
sisted, and at last Mr. MacLiammoir re- 
sponded in a few well-chosen words, thanking 
the members of the caste and all those who 
had helped in the production of the play, as 
well as the audience for their kindness and 
patience. 

For three hours the audience—it was a 
good house, but not a full one, and it was 
a pity—sat enthralled by the beauty of the 
swift-passing panorama of events that were 
presented with such exquisite effect.. 

The story of the play has been given, but 


it remains to be said that the promise 
evident. all through the rehearsals 
was more than fulfilled. It was truly 
a fine production and an _ undoubted 


success, to the achievement of which went 
three things— the beauty of the play itself, 
the beauty of the lighting and stage effects, 
and the beauty of the incidental music. 

It is not possible to distinguish for a 
special meed of praise one or other of the 
three principals responsible for. the: produc- 
tion of this masque of Dublin. Mr. 
MacLiammoir wrote the play with a richly 
talented skill, and it needed much skill to 
give a history of a thousand eventful years 
with coherence and understanding in three 
hours. Yet he did it, and somehow at the 
end one felt that he had succeeded. 

On the other hand, Mr. Hilton Edwards 
had, perhaps, the most laborious and diffi- 
cult task as producer, and it was certainly his 
masterly touch in the stage settings and 
wonderful lighting effects that gave vivid 
life to the pageant. 

In his incidental music, which was either 
his own original composition or his arrange- 
ment of ancient. traditional Irish airs, Dr. 
Larchet caught the spirit of the play, and 
gave to it the fullness of maturity. He 
eonducted his orchestra of twenty in a 
manner that brought a totally . unexpected 
round of applause at one point from the 
audience, which, more than all else, was in- 
dicative of the feelings he evoked in his 
listeners. 

For the rest, the whole company of actors 
and actresses performed their parts withont 
a single fault, and from the beginning to the 
end not one single itch occurred. 

As the wandering minstrel. carrying his 
message down through the ages, Mr. Michael 


MacLiammoir was very effective as the 
connecting links in the chain of events.

Parents 
may complain of the subversive notions 
which the teachers inculcate; yet so far 
are the teachers from being sincere in 
their work that only two. per cent, of 
them in Moscow itself are members of the 
Communist Party. In effect, the Govern- 
ment makes unwilling tools of its employés 
for the manipulation of a people with 
which if touch. The fact that 
the teachers’ salaries are jar in arrears 
tends further to discourage earnestness 
and efficiency in the ordinary work of in- 
struction. There are many cases, how- 
ever, of teachers who tacitly ignore the 
official programme, and teach the essential 
parts of 4 sound elementary training.

breathing noxious gasés.”’ The Bench 
found that, although cruelty had been 
committed, it had net been intentional ; 
and each defendant was required to pay 
five shillings as costs. We are glad to 
think that the number of cases,of uninten- 
tional cruelty to animals is. diminishing. 
There have been always—and, perhaps, 
always will be—persons who either find a 
diseased pleasure in the infliction of pain 
or are callously indifferent to the visible 
agony of dumb beasts. For such. persons no 
condemnation and. no punishment can be 
too severe. It is certain, however, that 
the bulk of animal: misery in these 
days is the result of human ignor- 
ance, carelessness and want of thought. 
Most, of the cruelty that Irish people in- 
flict on cattle, donkeys, dogs, pigs and 
poultry is unintentional, Some follow 
an ancient and bad custom; others are 
cruel simply because they are unobservant 
and never have been encouraged to use 
their imagination. For the happy fact 
that such people are becoming fewer we 
inust thank a variety of causes—improved 
methods of education in the schools, a 
more vigilant administration of the law 
by magistrates, the good example of the 
police, who, in many parts of Ireland, are 
establishing a fine tradition of humanity.

I'TALY'S CHALLENGE 
TO SCHNEIDER 
PILOTS. 


MILLION SPENT ON 
TROPHY RACE, 


SPECIAL TFLEGRAM. 
CALSHOT, Monday. 

Before leaving to-night for home the 
Italian competitors in the Schneider 
Trephy race declared their confidence that 
they will soon establish a ::cw world’s 
speed “ record.” 

Sguadron-Leader Orlebar and Flight- 
Lieutenant Stainíorth are ready now to 
attack the “record,” and the Italians will 
prepare to íollow this lead as soon as 
they reach their own country. 

Poor visibility prevented the two 
British pilots from making test flights 
during the early part of to-day, but this 
afternoon Flight-Lieutenant Stainforth 
was able to make a fast flight with the 
Gloster-Napier 6. He was in the air 
twenty minutes. If his report on the 
behaviour of the machine is satisfactory, 
it is understood that he, as well as 
Squadron-Leader Orlebar, will make an 
attack upon the world’s speed “ record ” 
to-morrow. 

Should weather conditions be stitable, 
Squadron-Leader Orlebar will make his 
attempt at 11 o'clock. | 

ITALIAN OPTIMISTS. 

There is no depression among the 
Italian competitors, and they are deter- 
mined to assert themselves as supreme in 
the air. Their seven Schneider race 
machines were put in packing cases to- 
day for the return journey. 

“The result of the race was only what 
we expected,’’ said General Balbo, the 
Italian Air Minister, before his departure. 
“ Italy was defeated, but not depressed.”’ 

Italy is building new machines, which, 
it is believed, will be as fast as, if not 
faster, than our own. Lieutenant-Colonc! 
Bernasconi, captain of the Italian high- 
speed flight, talked to a Press Association 
reporter about them to-day. “We were 
beaten by better machines,’’ he admitted 
cheerily. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Bernasconi said that 
it was possible that Squadron-Leader 
Orlebar would smash Major de Bernhardi s 
world speed “ record ” for the three kilo- 
metres of 5184 miles an hour by at Jeast 
another fifty miles an hour. 

A SECRET ‘'PLANE. 

“ But we are also going to make another 
attempt on the world’s air speed “record, - 
he added, 'and, what is more, | believe 
that we shall continue to hold it. We have 
a Fiat all ready, the speed of which you 
know nothing. We have other machines, 
and we have plenty of skilled pilots who 
are longing to be chosen for this, the most 
risky and dangerous of all flights. There 
is no reason why the three kilometres 
‘record’ should not reach 400 miles an 
hour.” 

Lieutenant-Colonel Bernasconi would 
not divulge any more of the Italians 
secrets, but he reiterated his belief that 
Italy would retain the world’s “ record.”’ 
He suggested that the pilot in the three 
kilometres “record” should not be allowed 
to make the dive which is now permitted 
before he enters upon the measured 
course. 

“Personally,” he said, “I think it gives 
a false result. The only speed which is of 
value is that which the aeroplane or sea- 
plane can obtain on a level course, and 
nothing is to be gained by fictitious 
acceleration:’’ 

HEAVY COST OF RACING. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Bernasconi shruggeu 
his shoulders when he was asked if Italy 
would try and take the Schneider Trophy 
from England in the next race. “I do not 
know that we want a next time,” he said, 
“the cost of taking part in this contest 
is simply staggering. Besides, there are 
go many crude and irksome conditions, 
which make it impossible to put the fastest 
machines in the race. The machines have 
to pass so many tests which are irrelevant 
to their speed. Let us have a contest in 
which only the fastest ’plane can win.” 

Italy estimates that the building of 
machines for the race, the lenethy train- 
ing necessary, and the transport of 

rsonnel and machines to this country 
oe cost nearly £1,000,000. The cost to 
Great Britain is estimated to be about a 
quarter of a million pounds.

He had 
no objection to giving this scholarship to the 
boy concerned; but were they doing right, in 
the main, by offering money to encourage 
people to leave the lands and the farms to 
enter the already overstocked professions and 
trades? Up to this County Meath had not 
got value for its investment. 

The ratepayers of Meath paid as much as 
they could reasonably afford. In addition the 
Technical and Agricultural Committees offered 
eight scholarships for Warrenstown College; 
that was his answer to those who said that 
Meath was not doing enough in regard to 
scholarships. He did not think that the rate- 
payers should be asked to pay more to take 
the people off the land to send them into the 
cities.

He did not think it good policy 
to send a boy to an agricultural college who 
had not the means afterwards to apply the 
up-to-date methods to his own Jand. © .

SUNDAY SCHOOL 
SOCIETY CONFERENCE. 


DIMINISHING NUMBER OF 
TEACHERS AVAILABLE. 

An important conference of Sunday school 
workers that must result in the effective 
deepening of spiritual life of the whole of 
Ireland is taking place during this week at 
the Church of Ireland Training College, Kal- 
dare place, Dublin. 

Teachers, numbering upwards of 200, from 
every county of Ireland, North and South, 
are attending the conference, and in the 
various discussions that will be conducted at 
the daily sessions they will learn the essential 
radiments of the work of teaching the Holy 
Scriptures in a manner that will appeal to 
the child. This conference has been mainly 
brought about by-«the disquieting fact that 
within the past few years the number of 
teachers who present themselves at the quali- 
fying examinations has diminished, and now 
a really constructive effort is being made 
to bring together the teachers in social com- 
munion to create a new and enthusiastic 
atmosphere that must react with a healthy 
influence on school-going boys and girls who 
attend Sunday school classes in the city and 
country parishes. 

The conference, which is under the patron- 
age of the Primate and Archbishop of Dub- 
lin, has been organised by the Rev. William 
Bell, B.D., and Mr. A. E. Murphy, both 
of whom are atting as honorary secretaries. 

The conference reception was held last 
night in the hall of the Training College. 
The Rev. Canon H. Kingsmill Moore, B.D., 
presided, and extended a hearty welcome to 
the visiting teachers and those interested in 
the work, who were present in large numbers. 

In a review of the history of the Society, 
Dr. Moore said that it was founded in 1809, 
when there were no elementary éducational 
facilities in the country. Later, when these 
facilities were provided by the National 
Board, the Society turned its attention to 
the teaching of religion, and throughout the 
century carried on this very meritorious work. 
The changing conditions made the adoption 
of new methods imperative, and at the close 
of the century one candid critic wrote a 
leaflet pointing out that the Society was 
spending money for which there was no real 
return in the matter of training children in 
the lessons of the Bible. He pointed: out 
that the Society had at that time, among 
other things, a depository which did not in 
any way justify its maintenance. The Society 
then invited Dr. Moore to join the body and 
carry out reforms, which he did in the vear 
1897. The Society acquired a less expensive 
and more effective distributing agency, and 
also got offices that cost nothing, and then 
went on developing new reforms with success. 
Grants were given to Diocesan Boards of 
Education for taking a deeper interest in the 
work, and in the 30 years which have passed 
over £5,000 have been distributed. This was 
spent on literature for children presented in 
the form of prizes at the diocesan examina- 
tions. These grants were, however, diminish- 
ing, and at present there were only six where 
there had been thirteen. This fact the 
speaker attributed to the slowness of the 
dioceses to organise church cellections. 


The second important feature was the 
examination of teachers in the Sunday 
schools. It was necessary that in this work 


teachers should be filled with enthusiasm. 
The number of teachers who had presented 
themselves for examination had fallen 
slightly, but enough to warrant the holding 
of the conference as a means to revive 
interest. In this scheme of instruction the 
Board was willing to pay instructors to teach 
classes where the number of teachers who 
would attend the classes would not be lower 
than ten. ‘The work of preparation for quali- 
fication was an important matter if the 
children were to be taught properly. He had 
every hope that the conference would give a 
new and greater impétus to the movement 
During the evening those present were 
entertained to tea, and a very pleasant 
CÁ Sop abanger was provided hy the Rev.

Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, Free State Minister 
for Defence, was the speaker at the weekly 
meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club yesterday 
in Clery’s Restaurant ne 

Speaking of the duty of the citizens of the 
Free State towards its Army, the Minister 
said that, although some persons may urge 
that there was uo necessity for an Army 
here, every Government in every country 
finds it necessary to maintain an armed force. 
He regarded it as certain that the Army 
would be maintained by any Government that 
the Irish people may From time to time put 
in charge of our national affairs. The end 
for which our Army exists is not war, but 
peace—a purely defensive force; and its 
being and its end do not, and cannot, 
contliict in any way with proposals for 
universal peace or international disarmament. 


The circumstances of some years ago, when. 


ordered security did not exist, necessitated a 
large and comparatively expensive Army. 
Only with the restoration of security could 
the Government attempt to establish a proper 
and normal balance between the Army and 
other State services. 

RETURN TO ORDERED CONDITIONS. 

One may roughly say, the Minister went 
on, that the transition from disorder to order 
took place during the financial year 1925-24. 
During that twelve months the cost of the 
Army was almost 101. millions. The first 
complete year of ordered conditions was 1924. 
In that period--financial year 1924-25-we 
find that the cost drops to £3,003,165. That 
drop continued during the next couple of 
years by the natural process of diminution 
following warlike conditions. 

In 1926 the Minister for Finance announced 
that, estimating taxation to meet normal re- 
current expenditure, he calculated a normal 
annual Army cost at 14 millions. The differ- 
ence between that sum and the actual estimate 
for the Army that year he attributed to ab- 
normality subsequent to, and arising out of, 
the abnormal conditions of 1922-23. Some 
people realised that he named that sum as 
the result of careful calculation. Others chose 
to assert that it was an arbitrary figure, 
chosen to suit the convenience of the Govern- 
ment in meeting the Budget situation. They 
pointed out that he budgvted for a sum 
almost a million short of the amount that the 
Army was to cost during the ensuing year. 
Those who accepted his figure as the result of 
careful thought were right; chose who thought 
that it was merely financial juggling were 
wrong. 

At the close of the civil strife our 
mediate work was to reduce the Army from 
the abnormal dimensions which the civil 
strife had made necessary. How effectively 
and rapidly that was done will be seen when 
we remember that the Army had numbered 
more than 55,000 men at a cost of almost 
104 millions in 1923, and had been reduced 
at the time when the Minister spoke to little 
over 15, men, costing approximately 24 
million pounds. Naturally, such rapid re- 
duction had necessitated the elimination of 
any other consideyation. This reduction 
was so urgent in itself that it necessarily 
proces the consideration that would have 
een given in other circumstances to the for- 
mation of the Army on lines suiting future 
‘needs. We had at that time arrived at 
the point where we considered ourselves in a 
position to consider the permanent form of 
the Army, and its approximate cost. In 
this consideration we ruled out the Army 
forms of conscription such as obtain in 
other countries cs being in itself bad and 
contrary to the traditions and desires of our 
citizens. After very careful consideration 
it seemed to us that, though a standing 
Army would continue to be necessary, it 
should be of the minimum dimensions, which 
we calculated at roughly about 5,000 men, 
which should be a cadre, and, as it were. a 
machinery for (raining men who should be- 
long to Reserve Forces. The Reserve Forces 
to consist of men who, having spent a ful! 
period in the Army, would be fully trained ; 
these to be known as the ‘‘A”’ Reserve ; 
of a second Reserve of men who would have 
been in the Army merely Jong enough to 
receive a preliminary training (B Reserves), 
and of another body of citizen volunteers, 
this as an alternative to maintaining a 
standing Army of such dimensions as would 
meet any possible contingency. In effect, 
recognising that security demanded that we 
be prepared for such contingencies, we 
sought the best means of being prepared 
when, and if, such circumstances arose. 
while allowing for such considerations to 
interfere ‘as little as possible with our ordi- 
nary national activities in normal conditions. 

HOW ARMY HAS BEEN REDUCED. 

What have we done towards making the 
Army in its new form? In the first place, 
as to minimising the standing Army :—In the 
year ending March, 1926, we had 15,352 men: 
in the year ending March, 1927. we had 
12,850 men; in the year ending March, 1928, 
we had 11,680 men. On the 3lst March last 
we had reduced to 6,980 non-commissioned 
officers and men, while our current estimates 
are based on 519 officers and 6,000 non-com- 
missioned officers and men. I may say that, 
as far as officers are concerned, we have now 
reached a number lower than that estimated 
for, and have already reached our minimum 
number. It may be assumed that the stand- 
ing Army will have reached approximately 


its normal figure within the year. As the 
ordinary attestation is for service both in 
standing Army and in Reserve A, the pass- 


tng out of each man from the standing Army 
is an addition to the A Reserve. During the 
period of their belonging to the A. Reserve 
they are due to be called up for one month’s 
training each year. At this moment there 
are approximately 3,300 A Reservists. The 
B Reserves started early last vear. These 
men join the Army only for a period of three 
months. Or if they have served in the Army 
prior to the institution of the Reserve con- 
dition, for one month only. Having received 
their preliminary training, they go out into 
civil life, and, like the A Reservists, are due 
to be called cn annually for one month's 
training. We have over 3,300 B Reservists 
at present. 

The Volunteer Reserve is to consist of men 
who, while engaged in their ordinary civil 
life, will devote portion of their spare time 
to military training. Arrangements will also 
be made annually to enable them to take 
portion of their holidays in training centres. 
This branch is not yet started, but the pre. 
liminary steps are well in hand, and we hope 
shorily to issue announcements inviting 
volunteers. 

On the matter of economy, I might point 
out that the standing Army has been reduced 
from: 55,500 in 1923 to 5,418 at this moment, 
while the cost which in the financial year 
1923-24 was £10,461,401, is estimated for the 
current year at £1,442,52Z1. It is interesting 
to note that though the Army exists pre- 
eminently for the purpose of national defence, 
this estimate includes matters which have 
other aspeets of: utility. I would refer, for 
instance, to the Army Bands, which. I think, 
are a decided asset to the musical amenities 
and the musical culture of the country, and 
to our horse jumping team, which I am 
assured by many who are better able to 
judge than { am, does not only bring credit 
to our country ‘and Army, but is also a 
decided asset to the horse-breeding industr 
in the country.

Sin,—It would be interesting to know 


whether all work connected with the Dublin 
United Tramways Company will be 
pended until the strike is settled, if it ever is 
settled satisfactorily. For instance, at Black. 
rock, where the company were carrying out 
work on the tram lines, that work has been 
suspended, and only half the road can be 
used for traffic. As a cyclist, 1 object, as ] 
was uearly killed by a huge ‘bus there a 
couple of days ago. Surely somebody in 
authority can intervene and have the roads 
opened up for traffic. Lack of co-operation 
between our various governing bodies seems 
to be at the root of much of the trouble in 
this country. 

If the authorities were permitted to work 
for the common good of all, such a deadlock 
as the present one would be impossible. We 
want the civic spirit inculcated with a view | 
to the future good of our city and country, 
and not merely as a retrospective exercise. 
For instance, with regard to town-planning 
there should be a vision of public parks and 
places for recreation and refreshment within 
reach of all, rich and poor. The trams would 
have been utilised far more if, at their 
various termini, there had been attractive 
tea-gardens with shelter from rain or sun. 
We distrust our climate too much. In 
reality, it compares very favourably with 
that of other countries, and for scenery the 
surroundings of Dublin cannot be beaten. 
Within a few minutes of the heart of Dublin 
it is possible to enjoy fresh sea breezes and 
lovely views from the South Wall promenade, 
but there are no facilities for bathing or 
refreshment there either. 

Those who cater for motorists are not 
slack. Every day one sees new petrol pump 
stations erected on our suburban roads. 
There are also plenty of houses where the 
“ best drinks ” are sold; but those who want 
“the cup that cheers and not inebriates ’’ are 
not catered for. Until some public move is 
made in that direction our seaside resorts and 
country suburbs will be neglected, with a 
consequent loss to the health and happiness 
of the citizens of Dublin as well as to the 
receipts of the Dublin United Tramways

ECHO OF A FAMOUS TRIAL. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PRETORIA, Monday. 

Carl Ludwig Von Veltheim, a man with a 
remarkable career, who has been deported 
both from South Africa and Great Britain, 
was sentenced to-day to one months im- 
prisonment for entering the Union as a 
prohibited immigrant. 

The magistrate ordered Von Veltheim to be 
deported at the expiration of his sentence, 
or, if possible before. 

Von Veltheim did not 
the slightest degree embarrassed by 
position or by the sentence of the Court. 

Nore.—In 1898 Von Velthein was tried 
and acquitted of the murder of Mr. Woolf 
Joel, a brother of Messrs. Solly and Jack 
Joel, and a member of the firm of Barnato 
Brothers, whom he shot in his office in 
Johannesburg. Von Veltheim pleaded at the 
trial that he acted in self-defence. Later 
he came to England, and in 1910, was 
sentenced to twenty years’ penal servitude 
at the Old Bailey for demanding money with 
menaces from Mr. Solly Joel. The sentence 
was later reduced by five years, and he was 
subsequently deported. He was twice 
deported from South Africa.

CHARGE OF FORGERY AND 
STEALING RELIEF FUNDS.

A. sensation was caused in Dungannon yes- 
terday by the arrest of Mr. James Davis, 
junior, of Barrack ‘street, 
member and formerly Chairman of Dungan- 
non Urban Council, a member of Dungannon 
Board of Guardians, and until recently Vice- 
Chairman of the Northern Area, British 
Legion. 

Subsequently at a special court, before 
Colonel R. J. Howard, J-P., accused was 
charged with unlawfully stealing £1 10s. 
the property of the United Service Fund, 
which money he had received for the pur- 
FS of giving as relief to William Cumber- 
and, Derryvene, Dungannon. 

In a second case accused was charged with, 
on the 22nd of February, 1928, uttering a 
forged document, to .wit, a United Service 
Fund form, purporting to have Cumber- 
land’s signature. 

Mr. A. P. Orr, solicitor, defended. 

William Cumberland, labourer, Derryvene, 
Dungannon, said that on the 6th of Feb- 
ruary, 1928, he made application for a grant 
from the United Service Fund. The form 
was filled in by Joseph White, Dungannon, 
from particulars given by witness, and wit- 
ness signed the form. White took the form 
away. Witness now: saw the award form 
dated 20th February, 1928, showing an 
award of 15s., and which purported to have 
his signature. A second award form showed 
15s. Witness did not receive these amounis. 
The signatures were not in his handwriting, 
nor did he give any person authority to sign 
his name. Witness did not receive any 
cash from accused or any member of the 
British Legion. About a fortnight later 
witness made inquiries from Joseph White 
as to the giant, and White said that there 
was no word. Witness heard nothing more 
about the matter until he had a letter from 
Mr. Byers of the British Legion. 

Witness saw six grants ehtered in the 
British Legion Relief Fund sheets acknow- 
ledging the receipt of groceries shown thereon 
amounting to a total of £3. The sheets were 
handed to Mr. T. H. Beattie, grocer, 


George’s street, Dungannon, and groceries 


given. The signature, ‘‘ W, Cumberland,’’ on 
the sheets were not his. On the 5th of 
Aunst last witness saw accused at Killy

wife. Witness replied that it was nearly 
time, and accused said the books had got 
mislaid, and jor witness not to bother any- 
thing furthe® about :t.

“Don't mention it to anyone, and if you 
are out of work anytime came to me and ] 
will speak for you.”” 


In cross-exhmination, witness stated thaí 
accused neve® got any work for him. 
Accused was further charged with the 


larceny of £3 intended as a relief grant to 
William John Williamson, an ex-Service man, 
residing at Keenaghan, Dungannon. 

Williamson said he did not receive any 
money from the accused at any time, or from 
any other member of the British Legion. The 
form produced purporting to have been signed 
by him as receiving £3 was not signed by 
witness, and no one had any authority to sign 
his name. Witness applied for a grant in 
March, 1928, and never heard whether a 
grant was made or not. He received 
groceries from the British Legion Relief 
Committee on fourteen occasions between 
April and July, 1928, and the signatures on 
those grocery sheets were not his. 

In cross-examination, witness said he never 
asked or inquired about the money, and never 
went to the accused about it. He did not 
know that Mr. Davis was handling hundreds 
of claims, and it did not occur to him that his 
money might have been mislaid. Witness 
left for England in June, 1928. 

In a further charge of forging Williamson's 
name to the relief sheets and to the United 
Services Fund Grant, Williamson said that 
he did not sign his name to any of the 
sheets. 

District Inspector Miller, in asking for a 
remand, intimated that further charges would 
be pe 

Mr. Orr said that Mr. Davis had handled 
hundreds of pounds in connection with the 
various funds, and all the amounts had been 
accounted for except the three pounds. Mr. 
Davis was prepared to meet those charges 
and had a very satisfactory explanation. 

District Inspector Miller said that the 
Crown looked on the forgery charge as being 
the most serious. 

The accused was remanded, and admitted 
to bail in his own surety of £50 and two 
sureties of £50 each. 


FOOT-AND-MOUTH 
DISEASE.

THE POSITION AT 
MERKLANDS. 

The outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease 
in Scotland has come as a great surprise 
after three months’ complete freedom from 
the disease in Great Britain, 

The disease appeared on a farm at 
Bishopbrigys, Cadder, Lanarkshire, where 
there were many pigs and several cattle. 

The usual order has been made prohibit- 
ing the movement of animals in an area 
of about fifteen miles radius, and as the 
approved landing place for Irish, 
Canadian and Isle of Man cattle at Merk- 
lands, Glasgow, is in the area, animals 
landed there will not be allowed to be 
moved from the landing place to places 
outside the infected area, 

ANIMALS FOR SLAUGHTER. 

At Cadder a valuable herd of pigs, 
numbering four hundred ahd fifty-four, 
are to be slaughtered. 

By isolating the farm concerned animals 
brought into the markets in the infected 
area for slaughter will not be affected by 
the regulations, but it will not be per- 
missible to bring animals into the markets 
and remove them alive. 

Animals brought into Merklands Wharf 
will have to be slaughtered within five 
days of landing. There are at the moment 
about six hundred and thirty animals 
there, of which some three hundred 
arrived during the week-end. The latter 
are to be slaughtered, but it is thought 
that the other animals which were at the 
wharf before the outbreak was discovered 
will not be affected.
